Some idea of its 
productivenesa may be formed from the fact 
that the ordinary yield of cora to the acre is 
from fifty to seventy-five bushels; wheat, 
from twenty to forty bushels: hemp, from 
eight hundred to twelve hundred lbs.—Pota- 
toes, turvips, and other esculent roots are 
produced with very little cultivation; plums 
and some other fruits grow spontaneously in 
varinue parts of the country. 

From this general statement a correct es- 
timate may be formed of the superior quali- 
ty of the woil in the tillable portion of the 
Territory. Of course there are degrees of 
fertility in the soil of Kansas as elaewhere; 
but the general characteristic of the soil is 
that it is entirely sterile or of exuberant fer- 
tility,

Fow!s for Parms. 


Few people estimate the value of the poul- 
try in the country correctly; ‘and when its 
aggregates are given in the statistical re- 
ports as occasionally published, there is no 
amell satonishmest at its amount, The 
poultry of a flourishing county, where labor 
ys well divided, will often abont equal one 
half the value of its sheep, or two-thirds of | 
fhe value of its swine. We have for in- 
#tance, the assessor's return ‘for the county 
of Kane. giving to that county 21.000 sheep 
and 10,000 hoge. Suppose the sheep worth 
two dollars each, and the hogs worth three 
dollars, the awount of volue forthe first 
would be $42,000, and of the Intter $30,000: 
‘The same réeturos give the value of the poul. 
frv in the county ot $22,500, 

“Yet took at the cost of this kind of farm 
atock to its owners. Ordinarily it scarcely 
costs anything. Fowls run on the farm, and 
earn their own living in what they find; steal- 
jug it is troe, from the grainerib or the pig's 
feed, yet paying for it in a measure by caich- 
ing flies, grubs, grasshoppers, and beetles | 
of all sorts, which would otherwise destroy 
more than the hens do.
